But 
for one out of ten of us, the poor 
hay fever victim, the date stands 
on the calendar and has been peer­ 
ing at him for weeks. 
It does 
seem pretty unfair and hard to 
explain in the cosmic scheme of

things. Why should he be the one 
whose nose swells up and whose 
eyes water and who g ets asthma 
just because the ragweed begins 
to throw its polleu into the air on 
that date ? He didn’t deserve this: 
he didn’t commit any crime or 
fault that should pick him out 
from the crowd of those who do 
not have hay fever. 
Sensitive to Pollens 


It can hardly be called the sins 
of the father« , because though it 
is 
undoubtedly 
hereditary, 
his 
father didn’t commit a sin any 
more than he did. 
The known facts about hay fe­ 
ver can be put down in a very 
« mall space. Some people have a 
sensitiveness of the mucous mem­ 
branes of the eye, nose and throat 
to the pollene of certain plants, 
notably the weed known as rag ­ 
weed. 
The 
ragweed 
ia 
one 
of 
the 
plants that spreads its pollen by 
the wind. 
It has no flower, in 
contra-distinction to the plant* 
that pollinate by insect distribu­ 
tion. The consequence for the poor 
hay fever sufferer is that about 
this time of year the rag weed 
throws out on tha air a great 
shower of its g olden pollen. 
Now why I can breathe this into 
my nose and not notice it at all, 
and why when my w ife g ets even 
one pollen g rain into her nose she 
begins to sneeze, I cannot explain. 
But those are the facta. 
Causes Asthma 
Hay fever in the early part of 
*he aeason affects the eyes and 


nose most. Later on, many victims 
g et asthma, which is a constric­ 
tion of the muscles of the bronchial 
tubes. It affects only certain tis­ 
sues of the body. It is easy to 
understand why it should affect 
the eyes and nose, when it is ex­ 
plained that the cause is the pol­ 
len grains in tl 
air; they would 
naturally lig ht on the surface of 
the body. 
They are so small that they are 
completely invisible and the poor 
victim does not understand when 
the thing first hits him. Nor, con 
fidentially, does the physician un­ 
derstand alL 
Why, for instance, 
do the pollens not enter the stom­ 
ach and cause distress there? 
As to preventing this scourge 
or treating it after it has oc­ 
curred, 
we 
are 
not 
so 
well- 
informed. The pollen grains can 
be collected and dissolved in salt 
water and the dose measured. In 
this form they can be used as vac­ 
cines. 
Preferably 
the 
vaccine 
treatment should begin long be­ 
fore Aug ust fifteenth. The vac­ 
cines are g iven about twice a 
week. But even beg inning treat­ 
ment Aug ust fifteenth, they have 
often afforded much relief. 
The various nasal sprays, espe­ 
cially those containing ephedrine 
or epinephrine, undoubtedly do 
temporary good.

Answer: Scleroderma is a hard­ 
ening of the skin of the hands and 
arms and sometime« of the face.

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN THE DESERT—Science and a 
freak of nature are helping doc­ 
tors conquer 
the medical 
prob­ 
lems of war in a desert. 
The freak of nature Absence in 
the desert 
dust of gas gangrene 
bacteria. As a consequence, 
doc­ 
tors say, this theater of the war 
has seen no gas gangrene—a hor­ 
rible affliction which necessitates 
amputations and 
was one of the 
worst killers of the last war. 
It is impossible 
sometimes 
to 
keep dust out of the wounds, but 
since it has been proved to be al­ 
most sterile it does not matter. 
One dangerous germ is contained 
in the dust 
to a slight extent— * 
tetanus— but this is controlled by 
anti-tetanus injections. 
Science has contributed by de­ 
velopment of two kinds of anaes-' 
thetic w hich are a revolutionary 
improvement over the old other , 
drip method used in the last war, | 
The two new anaesthetics (new toj 
war, and that is) are the intraven­ 
ous and the spinal. Both have been 
used in the 
peacetime interlude. 
But it was 
not until advent of 
the present 
war that they rea­ 
lized their full potentialities. 
These 
things were explained 
by the doctors in a New Zealand 
tent hospital behind the lines. 
The intravenous has three ad­ 
vantages, they said, it is quicker, 
easier to 
take, and easier in its 
after effect than any other anaes­ 
thetic. With 
this anaesthetic, an 
American liquid preparation call­ 
ed sodium 
pentothal is fed into 
the veins—and it takes effect so 
rapidly the operation can begin 
a minute 
later. 
With ether, the 
operation must wait ten minutes. 
The intravenous 
is especially 
useful 
when 
operating on the 
face 
or head. 
The spinal injec­ 
tion is favored 
when operating 
on the 
abdomen, 
for it 
gives 
longer and more complete relax­ 
ation. It requires a much longer 
wait—seven minutes. But it still 
is faster 
than 
other, 
is easy to 
take, and 
rarely gives a painful 


after-effect. 
The old ether cone method still 
is used 
at times, 
however,

John H. Colburn, a member of 
the Columbus staff of the Asso­ 
ciated Press, recently 
made 
a 
study of the Selective Service 
system as the basis for an inter­ 
pretive story in which he wrote 
that much of the uncertainty re­ 
garding deferments was dissolved 
by a national directive effective in 
mid-July which established de­ 
ferments to maintain family re­ 
lationships. 
Before 
that 
there 
was some difference 
of 
policy 
among Ohio’s 330 draft boards 
over operations of the draft. 
That mid-July directive is now 
guiding Fayette 
County’s 
draft 
board as calls for more men for 
induction go out. 
During a transition period of 
the past two weeks 
there 
has 
been more confusion among per­ 
sons unable to reconcile induc­ 
tions with policies outlined in the 
new directive. 
That confusion 
resulted because the Army’s man­ 
power demands would not permit 
an abrupt dislocation of 
induc­ 
tions 
In order to keep men pouring 
into Army 
reception centers, 
boards drafted some married men 
who had been reclassified in 1-A 
and whose selection was imminent 
when the new' deferment categor­ 
ies became operative. 
The new directive provided in 
general that single men and men 
married since Dec. 8, 1941, would 
be drafted before men who were 
maintaining a bona fide marriage 
relationship before that date. De­ 
ferment also is specified for both 
single and married men in vital 
war jobs. 
Selective 
Service 
officials 
stressed, though, that deferments 
should be 
regarded strictly as 
such and not exemptions. 
The 
entire Selective Service System 
is now operated with this policy 
in mind: 
(1) To provide sufficient men 
for the armed forces 
(2) To provide sufficient per­ 
sons to maintain war production 
«nd essential services. 
(3) To protect family relation­ 
ships and actual dependents as 
Jong as possible 
Since national security will be 
dependent on the armed forces, 
the manpower supply 
factor 
is 
one that Col. C. W. Goble, state 
draft director, must keep upper­ 
most in mmd. 
That is why deferment 
cate­ 
gories are flexible 
enough 
to 
empower him to order 3*A mar­ 
ried men reclassified 
when 
the 
Army's demands for more 
men 
can not be met from the avail­ 
able supply of single men or mar­ 
ried men without bona fide fam­ 
ily affhations. 
That is why some married men 
with working woves; or married 
men without children; or 
mar­ 
ried men not orkmg in a war 
industry may be drafted before a 
husky single man whose abilities 
in a war industry make him more 
essential there than on a fighting 
front. 
But thf r< also is another side 
of thr industrial picture that will 
change the occupational defer­ 
ir» ent status of many met Women 
being trained for w-ar jobs soon 
w ill be replacing many single 
men in essentia! positions, free­ 
ing them for military service. 
Draft officials cite this as only 
one of the many change.-, which 
makes it almost impossible to set­ 
up hard and fast Selectivi Serv­ 
ice policies to remain effective 
over a long period 
Letters reach state and local | 
draft, officials daily from mothers 
and wives complaining that their j 
son or husband has been drafted j 
while they know men who should 
be in the Army, yet are continu- i 
ing their normal civilian life.
